To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Aled  Rural,  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Hughes  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  first  annual 
report. 

On  September  1st,  1964,  I commenced  duties  as  your 
Medical  Officer  on  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Wm.  McKendrick. 
Dr.  McKendrick  served  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
16  years  and  we  are  all  aware  of  the  excellent  service  he 
gave  in  maintaining  the  health  of  the  community  within  the 
rural  district.  I wish  him  many  years  of  happy  retirement, 
although  men  like  Dr.  McKendrick  do  not  “ retire  ” and  I am 
happy  to  see  him  working  in  West  Denbighshire  as  a part- 
time  Medical  Officer  to  the  Denbighshire  County  Health 
Authority. 

On  the  whole,  the  environmental  health  of  the  area  is 
satisfactory.  Not  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Aled  Rural  District 
enjoy  the  benefits  of  a main  water  supply,  but  it  is  pleasing  to 
see  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  providing  these 
facilities  to  the  larger  part  of  the  area.  Progress  continues,  but 
there  still  remain  a few  areas  presenting  problems  of  main 
water  supply,  of  which  there  is  no  easy  solution. 

Sewage  disposal  continues  to  present  some  problems  in 
the  rural  district  and  extensions  to  existing  plants  are  neces- 
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sary.  Plans  for  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Gian 
Conway  are  now  well  under  way  and  these  are  welcome. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  area  are  satisfactory.  The  1961 
Census  shows  a population  of  6,519.  However,  for  statistical 
purposes,  the  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  as 
at  mid-year.  The  estimated  population  for  mid- 1964  is  6,690, 
whilst  the  Registrar’s  estimated  for  mid- 1963  was  6,890.  If 
these  figures  are  to  be  accepted,  it  would  indicate  a fall  in  the 
population  of  200  during  the  year.  However,  the  number  of 
births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  by  24.  This,  therefore, 
represents  a natural  increase  in  our  population. 

In  the  years  between  Census,  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimates  are  compiled  by  adding  births,  subtracting  deaths, 
and  allowing  for  the  movement  of  population.  Therefore,  if 
the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  is  to  be  accepted,  then  it 
would  suggest  that  176  persons  migrated  out  of  the  Aled  Rural 
District  during  the  period  mid-1963  to  mid- 1964. 

1 thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, for  your  support,  encouragement  and  courtesy,  since 
my  taking  up  duties.  Also,  I am  grateful  to  my  fellow  Officials 
for  the  co-operation  they  have  shown,  and  especially  to  Mr. 
Fred  Levesley,  whom  I recognise  as  a competent  and  con- 
genial colleague.

Of  the  67  deaths  notified  during  the  year,  15  deaths 
occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  65.  Within  this  age  group, 
27  deaths  were  due  to  disease  associated  with  heart  and  cir- 
culatory system,  whilst  12  deaths  were  attributable  to 
malignant  conditions.  In  the  age  group  5 — 25  years,  3 deaths 
were  registered,  two  of  which  were  due  to  involvement  in 
accident.  This  follows  normal  trend  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 
In  the  school  child  and  early  adult  life,  there  is  virtually  no 
specific  cause  of  death — the  most  common  cause  being  accident, 
whilst,  in  the  elderly,  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  along  with  the  malignant  disease,  predominate.

There  is  a discrepancy  of  6 between  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures  and  the  figures  taken  from  the  monthly 
Death  Returns.  This  may  be  due  to  allocation  of  areas. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  Laboratory  Services. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  a service 
designed  to  assist  all  concerned  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention 
and  control  of  infection.  Over  fifty  Laboratories  are  located 
throughout  England  and  Wales.  The  Laboratory  which  serves 
West  Denbighshire  is  situated  at  P>ryn  Hyfryd,  Conway. 

The  routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main 
headings:  (a)  Medical  specimens,  and  (b)  Sanitary  specimens. 

The  medical  specimens  are  submitted  for  diagnosis  and 
prevention  of  bacterial  and  viral  infections.  Sanitary  specimens 
include  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  milk,  ice 
cream,  meat,  egg  products  and  fresh  fish,  etc. 

In  addition,  the  work  of  the  service  includes  not  only  the 
investigation  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  but  also  the 
study  and  distribution  and  behaviour  of  various  infectious 
agents. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and 
cream,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  I 
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am  indebted  to  Dr.  Kingsley  Smith,  the  Director  of  the  Con- 
way Laboratory,  for  his  ready  assistance  and  valuable  advice 
and  co-operation  to  me. 


Prophylactic  and  Therapeutic  Agents: 

Smallpox  vaccine,  lympth  and  gamma  globulin  are  stocked 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway. 

Typhus  vaccine,  rabies  vaccine  and  anthrax  vaccine,  for 
prophylactic  use  only,  are  held  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, 126  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Royal  3636). 

Anthrax  vaccine  for  therapeutic  use  is  held  at  the 
Pazakerley  Hospital,  Liverpool  (Tel.  Aintree  2324)  : 24-hour 
service. 

Snake  anti-venum  and  Botulinus  anti-serum  are  held  at 
the  C.  & A.  Hospital,  Bangor  (Tel.  Bangor  3321)  : 24-hour 
service. 

Anti-yellow  fever  vaccine  is  obtainable  at  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Centre,  lialton  Gardens,  Liverpool  (Tel. 
Central  8433),  and  inoculations  are  given  by  appointment  only. 

Anti-cholera,  anti-tetanus,  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  vaccine  must  be  obtained  through  the  usual  trade  chan- 
nels. 


Anti-vaccine  for  tropical  snakes  is  held  only  at  the  Dis- 
pensary, Royal  South  Hants,  and  Southampton  Hospital, 
Southampton  (Tel.  Southampton  26211):  24-hour  service. 

Women  exposed  to  German  Measles  during  the  early 
months  of  pregnancy  should  receive  an  injection  of  Gamma 
Globulin  because  the  German  Measles  germ  can  cause  her  baby 
to  be  grossly  malformed.  Gamma  Globulin  can  minimise  this 
danger. 


Pathological  and  Biochemical: 

Doctors  may  send  specimens  likely  to  help  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  disease  to  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital, 
Rhyl.  I do  not  receive  any  information  concerning  such  speci- 
mens or  reports;  they  are,  rightly,  kept  private. 
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(2)  Water, 


Bacteriological : 

Forty-nine  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  sent  to  the 
Public  Flealth  Laboratory,  Conway,  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. Of  these!  samples,  41  were  in  respect  of  public  water 
supplies;  4 specimens  submitted  were  unsatisfactory  in  that 
they  contained  organisms.  These  adverse  reports  prompted  a 
full  investigation  of  the  source  of  contamination  by  your 
Officers.  Subsequent  examination  of  the  water  supplies,  after 
investigation  and  action,  resulted  in  satisfactory  reports,  fur- 
ther samples  being-  submitted  for  examination. 


Eight  samples  of  private  water  supplies  were  submitted 
for  examination,  consisting  of  6 Wells  and  1 Swimming  Bath. 
The  Swimming  Bath  sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Of  the 
samples  from  the  6 Wells,  5 were  found  to  be  contaminated 
with  organisms. 


A large  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  now  supplied  with 
mains  water.  There  are  individual  houses  which  have  not  yet 
taken  the  supply  into  the  house  and  efforts  will  continue  to 
ensure  that  the  premises  will,  in  future,  be  supplied  with  water 
from  the  main  supply.  There  will  remain,  however,  a few  areas 
which  have  not  yet  the  advantage  of  mains  water  and  this,  is 
largely  due  to  their  position,  which  would  make  the  cost  of 
providing  the  water  prohibitive  at  the  present  time.  Once  the 
initial  supply  of  water  has  been  provided,  however,  there  is 
created  a problem  of  disposing  of  the  waste  water.  The  Im- 
provement Grants'  should  tend  to  ease  the  financial  burden  on 
householders  and  should  enable  full  use  to  be  made  of  the 
improvements. 

Persistent  complaints  were  received  in  connection  with 
the  discolouration  of  water  from  a small  number  of  consumers 
in  the  Llannefydd  area.  The  Council  instructed  their  Consult- 
ing Engineers  to  investigate  and  report  on  this  and,  as  a result 
of  their  report,  an  extended  routine  of  mains  flushing  was 
instituted  together  with  chemical  discharge  at  the  stream 
works.  This  action  seems  to  have  been  effective.

Chlorination : 

To  ensure  its  safety  for  human  consumption,  mains  water 
is  filtered  and  chlorine  is  added  to  all  water  supply  in  the 
mains.  To  be  effective  in  preventing  bacterial  multiplication, 
free  chlorine  must  be  present  in  a certain  concentration  in  the 
water.  To  ensure  that  the  free  chlorine  is  present  at  an  opti- 
mum concentration,  periodic  samples  are  taken  by  the 
Surveyor  and  his  Staff.

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Of  the  fourteen  samples  of  retail  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Aanalyst, 
only  one  was  the  subject  of  an  adverse  report.  This  was  a sample  which 
was  certified  as  being  deficient  in  fat.  The  deficiency,  however,  was  slight 
and  the  farmer  responsible  for  producing  and  bottling  the  milk  was 
visited,  advised  and  cautioned.  The  other  sample  which  was  adversely 
reported  upon  was  a small  bottle  of  glycerin  certified  as  not  conforming 
with  the  requirements  of  the  British  Pharmacopaeia.  The  sample  was  a 
small  bottle  of  glycerine  packed  by  a firm  of  wholesale  chemists  and 
bought  at  a village  shop.  When  the  shopkeeper  was  visited  and  the 
Analyst’s  Certificate  explained  to  him,  he  said  he  had  had  the  glycerine 
in  stock  for  a very  long  time  as  there  was  no  sale  for  it  in  the  village 
and  that  he  would  discontinue  the  sale  of  this  commodity.

MILK. 

The  number  of  visits  and  inspections  carried  out  by  the 
Inspector  during  the  year  was  42.  Eleven  samples  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  10  for  biological.  During 
the  year  a sample  of  milk  was  taken  for  biological  examina- 
tion which  revealed  the  presence  of  the  organism  “ brucella 
abortus.”  Brucellosis  is  a systemic  disease  in  man,  character- 
ised by  an  intermittent  or  irregular  fever  of  variable  duration. 
The  disease  may  last  for  several  days,  many  months,  or 
occasionally  may  occur  sporadically  for  many  years.  It  is  a 
difficult  disease  to  diagnose  in  man  without  specific  laboratory 
examination.  No  human  cases  of  brucellosis  were  reported  to 
me  as  occuring'  in  the  Aled  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  infected  milk  supply  referred  to,  arrange- 
ments were  made,  in  conjunction  with  the  Veterinary  Investi- 
gation Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  ten  full 
biological  examinations  and  a large  number  of  tests  were  car- 
ried out  by  the  Ministry  Officer,  Mr.  W.  T.  Rowlands.  All  milk 
was  excluded  from  direct  sale  to  consumers  and  the  affected 
cows  were  segregated.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  it  appeared 
that  the  situation  was  under  control. 

1 am  satisfied  that  no  consumer  in  the  district  was  placed 
in  jeopardy  from  this  particular  milk  supply. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Denbighshire  County  Council  provide  an  ambulance 
service  under  the  provisions  of  Part  III.  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1948.  The  day-to-day  administration  of  this 
service  is  my  responsibility  and  the  ambulance  control  is  situa- 
ted at  Colwyn  Bay.  A twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained.

At  present  there  are  13  ambulances  under  my  control  opera- 
ting in  West  Denbighshire.  The  service  during  the  day  time  is 
carried  out  by  full-time  drivers  and  attendants,  whilst  the  ser- 
vice during  the  night,  at  weekends  and  during  Bank  Holidays 
is  executed  by  the  Colwyn  Bay  and  Abergele  Voluntary 
Ambulance  Corps. 

The  ambulances  are  controlled  by  radio  telephone  from  the 
main  ambulance  control  centre  and  recently  certain  of  the 
vehicles;  have  been  fitted  with  a new  warning  device  which  is 
proving  extremely  effective  in  negotiating  the  heavy  traffic 
which  is  unavoidable  during  the  holiday  season  within  this 
area.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  INFECTION. 


Smallpox  Vaccine: 

During  the  year  20  children  received  primary  vaccination 
against  smallpox,  whilst  four  persons  were  re-vaccinated. 
This  was  an  increase  in  the  number  compared  with  1963,  when 
only  7 children  received  primary  vaccination  against  smallpox. 

Children  are  now  vaccinated  in  their  second  year  of  life,  and 
this  change  of  policy  from  earlier  vaccination — i.e.,  at  3 
months  of  age — appears  not  to  have  adversely  influenced  the 
acceptance  rate.  Persons  vaccinated  at  an  early  age  have  a 
greater  chance  of  survival  if  exposed  to  the  disease  than  per- 
sons who  have  received  no  vaccination  at  all.  Also  primary 
vaccination  (vaccination  for  the  first  time)  performed  in  the 
adult  is  not  without  potential  dangers,  whilst  vaccination  in 
infants  is  a relatively  safe  procedure.  Also,  should  an  adult 
require  vaccination  due  to  possible  exposure  to  the  disease, 
or  to  enable  him!  to  visit  a country  where  a valid  vaccination 
certificate  is  required,  if  he  has  received  a primary  vaccination 
in  infancy,  a re-vaccination  can  be  carried  out  with'  compara- 
tive safety. 


Triple  Antigen  (Whoop  in  ~ Cougjh,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus): 

Seventy-two  children  received  a primary  course  of  triple 
antigen  during  the  year,  whilst  87  children  received  booster 
doses  of  this  agent.  This  is  an  increase  over  the  acceptance 
rate  for  1963,  when  61  infants  received  primary  doses  and  54 
received  booster  doses. 
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Poliomyelitis: 

Oral  sabine  vaccine  is  used  in  all  the  Local  Authority  Clinics 
in  the  area.  The  agent  is  administered  to  babies  and  infants  in 
syrup  and  is  therefore  well  accepted.  During  the  year  66 
children  received  primary  vaccination  against  the  disease  and 
122  eceived  booster  doses.  This  was  an  increase  over  the  1963 
figure,  when  58  children  received  primary  courses  of  the  agent, 
and  14  received  booster  doses.

WATER  SUPPLY  GENERALLY. 

The  Council  ceased  to  be  a Water  Undertaking  as  from  the 
first  of  April,  1965,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  such  a large 
area  of  the  Rural  District  is  now  supplied  with!  main  water. 
Few  areas  remain  which  are  not  thus  supplied,  and  this  is 
largely  due  to  their  position  which  would  make  the  cost  of 
providing  the  water  prohibitive.  It  is  regretted  that  there  still 
remain1  in  the  district  a number  of  stand-pipe  supplies  in  the 
built-up  areas,  but  these  are  becoming  less  each  year,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  next!  year  all  such  supplies  will 
have  been  done  away  with.  In  the  Rural  areas  there  are  indi- 
vidual houses  which  have  not  yet  taken  the1  supply  into  the 
house  and  efforts  will  continue  to  ensure  that  this  is  done. 
The  difficulty  lies  largely  in  disposing  of  waste  water  once  an 
internal  supply  has  been  provided.  The  Improvements  Grants, 
however,  should  tend  to  ease  the  financial  burden  on  house 
owners  and  should  enable  full  use  to  be  made  of  the  mains 
which  have  been  laid. 

I am  informed  by  the  Engineer  to  the  West  Denbigh  and 
Flintshire  Water  Board  that  the  fluoride  content  in  the 
Bylchau  and  District  Water  Supply  is  0.06  parts  per  million.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Samples  of  sewage  effluents  from  works  where  the  final 
effluent  reaches  a river  or  stream  are  taken  regularly  by  the 
two  Rivers  Boards  in  the  area — Gwynedd  and  Dee  and  Clwyd. 

Results  are  notified  to  the  Council  and  should  the  results 
indicate  that  any  of  the  works  are  unsatisfactory,  immediate 
attention  is  given  to  the  matter  by  the  Surveyor. 

Complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  the  new  sewage 
works  at  Nant  Patrick,  Trefnant.  The  complaints  referred  to 
smell  at  certain  times.  The  reason  appears  to  be  largely!  due 
to  difficulty  in  disposing  of  sludge,  together  with  the  inevitable 
smell  that  arises  when  the  settlement  tanks  are  desludged. 
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The  condition  of  the  works  is  being  kept  under  the  constant 
attention  of  the  Surveyor. 

It  is  evident  that  certain  works  will  be  necessary  in  the 
majority  of  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  area  as  the  number 
of  unsatisfactory  results  have  been  somewhat  excessive.  The 
chief  difficulty  lies  in  regular  de-sludging  of  tanks  and  the 
consequent  disposal  of  dried  sludge.  New  sludge  drying  beds 
will  be  required  at  several  works. 

In  certain  cases,  particularly  Trefnant  and  Llanfairtal- 
haiarn,  the  works  have  reached  their  full  capacity  and  further 
development  cannot  take  place  until  they  are  enlarged. 

SEPTIC  TANKS  AND  SMALL  SEWAGE  WORKS. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  applications  from  owners  of 
proporties  M ho  are  dependant  on  small  septic  tanks  for  their 
sewrage  disposal  and  for  the  emptying  of  such  tanks.  It  is 
fortunate  that  there  is  a contracting  firm  already  in  the  dis- 
trict who  undertake  this  wrork,  otherwise  consideration  would 
have  to  be  given  to  providing  a suitable  vehicle  for  emptying 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools. 

FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

Fourteen  tins  of  various  meat  products  were  found  to  be 
unfit  largely  due  to  deterioration  of  the  tins  through  rust.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  year  the  refuse  collection  service  was  re-organi- 
sed. One  extra  collecting  lorry  was  purchased  and  a weekly 
collection  has  been  instituted  in  the  villages  and  built-up  areas. 
The  service  operated  satisfactorily  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend 
the  weekly  collection  as  circumstances  permit.  A trial  was 
carried  out  using  paper  sacks  on  one  of  the  Council  House 
estates  but  the  cost  of  adopting  this  system  did  not  appear 
to  justify  if  at  the  present  time. 


Refuse  disposal  remains  a problem  owing  to  shortage  of 
sites  and  the  difficulty  of  ensuring  a central  site  for  controlled 
tipping.  Many  Authorities  are  experiencing  this  difficulty  and 
it  is  becoming  apparent  that  someone  one  day  will  have  to 
take  the  initiative  in  centralising  refuse  disposal,  using 
modern  methods  which  are  now  available  but  too  costly  for 
adoption  on  a small  scale. 
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CARAVANS. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  schedule,  the  cara- 
van position  has  remained  static.  There  does  not  appear  to  be 
the  demand  for  sites  comparable  to  that  of  a few  years  ago, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  there  appears  to  be  more  individual 
caravans  and  an  increase  in  caravanning  in  tents.  This  does 
not,  of  course,  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  “ Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Develpment  Act,  ’ but  so  far  as  this  type 
of  camping  does  not  call  for  specialt  attention.
